Russia, however, wants another 
review of the entire Austrian treaty 
question. 


The State Department announced 


yesterday that Moscow .had reject- 
ed an abbreviated treaty which the 
Western powers proposed March 13 
in the hope of ending the occupa 
tion of Austria and giving that 
country full independence.

An appeal by Austria to the Uni-

Russia, however, wants another 
review of the entire Austrian treaty 
question. 


The State Department announced 


yesterday that Moscow .had reject- 
ed an abbreviated treaty which the 
Western powers proposed March 13 
in the hope of ending the occupa 
tion of Austria and giving that 
country full independence.

Peace Treaty 
for Austria 
at Dead End

WASHINGTON Itfl—Six years 


effort by the Western powers 
get. Russia to agree to an Austrian 
peace treaty appeared today to 
have reached a dead end. 


An appeal by Austria to the Uni- 


ted Nations, .probably with Ameri- 
can support, may be the next move. 
Russia, however, wants another 
review of the entire Austrian treaty 
question. 


The State Department announced 


yesterday that Moscow .had reject- 
ed an abbreviated treaty which the 
Western powers proposed March 13 
in the hope of ending the occupa 
tion of Austria and giving that 
country full independence. 


Efforts to reach agreement on a 


full-length treaty of 59 articles, as 
compared with eight in the short 
form, had already broken down.

Russia, however, wants another 
review of the entire Austrian treaty 
question. 


The State Department announced 


yesterday that Moscow .had reject- 
ed an abbreviated treaty which the 
Western powers proposed March 13 
in the hope of ending the occupa 
tion of Austria and giving that 
country full independence.

The survey showed U. S. prices

The survey showed U. S. prices 


have gone up 10 per cent since 
1848. Figures for other countries 
included:

Americans may shudder at cur- 
nnt price tags but n United Na- 
tions survey Indicated today that 
prices have risen less In th« U. S. 
since 1948 than In such tightly con- 
trolled nations as Britain, Norway 
and Sweden, 


Moreover, the U. S. has held the 


line against Inflation better than 
such 
uncontrolled 
countries 
as 


Canada, France and Argentina, ac- 
cording to figures released in the 
U. N.'s latest monthly bulletin of 
statistics. 


The survey showed U. S. prices 


have gone up 10 per cent since 
1848. Figures for other countries 
included: 
Britain, 2ft per 
cent; 


Norway and Sweden, 31; Canada, 
21; France, 43; Argentina, 185. 


Some experts, 
however, claim 


the survey is not n fair gauge of 
country « by • country differences 
in cost-of-livlng. The U. N. takes 
1048 
as the base 
year. By that 


time, these experts contend, the 
U. S. already had undergone the 
worst of its postwar Inflation but 
the process was just beginning in 
many other countries. 


This means that even though 


U. S. prices have not increased

Canada, France and Argentina, ac-

U. N.'s latest monthly bulletin of 
statistics. 


The survey showed U. S. prices 


have gone up 10 per cent since 
1848. Figures for other countries 
included: 
Britain, 2ft per 
cent; 


Norway and Sweden, 31; Canada, 
21; France, 43; Argentina, 185.

Americans may shudder at cur- 
nnt price tags but n United Na- 
tions survey Indicated today that 
prices have risen less In th« U. S. 
since 1948 than In such tightly con- 
trolled nations as Britain, Norway 
and Sweden, 


Moreover, the U. S. has held the 


line against Inflation better than 
such 
uncontrolled 
countries 
as 


Canada, France and Argentina, ac- 
cording to figures released in the 
U. N.'s latest monthly bulletin of 
statistics. 


The survey showed U. S. prices 


have gone up 10 per cent since 
1848. Figures for other countries 
included: 
Britain, 2ft per 
cent; 


Norway and Sweden, 31; Canada, 
21; France, 43; Argentina, 185. 


Some experts, 
however, claim 


the survey is not n fair gauge of 
country « by • country differences 
in cost-of-livlng. The U. N. takes 
1048 
as the base 
year. By that 


time, these experts contend, the 
U. S. already had undergone the 
worst of its postwar Inflation but 
the process was just beginning in 
many other countries.

Americans may shudder at cur- 
nnt price tags but n United Na- 
tions survey Indicated today that 
prices have risen less In th« U. S. 
since 1948 than In such tightly con- 
trolled nations as Britain, Norway 
and Sweden, 


Moreover, the U. S. has held the 


line against Inflation better than 
such 
uncontrolled 
countries 
as 


Canada, France and Argentina, ac- 
cording to figures released in the 
U. N.'s latest monthly bulletin of 
statistics. 


The survey showed U. S. prices 


have gone up 10 per cent since 
1848. Figures for other countries 
included: 
Britain, 2ft per 
cent; 


Norway and Sweden, 31; Canada, 
21; France, 43; Argentina, 185. 


Some experts, 
however, claim 


the survey is not n fair gauge of 
country « by • country differences 
in cost-of-livlng. The U. N. takes

Over in the Pennsylvania deer 


woods two years ago we ran into 
very changeable weather and tem- 
perature. Friend Bill got his scop- 
ed-up rifle soaking wet in an all 
day drizzle. Anxious to dry it out 
thoroughly, he stood his pet deer- 
slayer in the warm corner back 
of the camp stove. 


The next morning was clear and 


cold. Shortly after sun-up Bill had 
a chance at a nice eightpointer, 
but when he put the sight on him 
all he could see was fog. Cabin- 
warmed air inside the scope, load- 
ed with humidity from the previous 
soaking day, had condensed to drop 
moisture on his dawn-cold scope 
lenses. Any series of temperature 
and humidity changes might have 
produced the same effect. Moral— 
in the cold hunting months put 
your rifle in the corner furthcrest 
from the stove: leave it in the 
woodshed or even out under the 
porch roof. 


Some makes of scope are guar- 


anteed fog-proof, as far as the in 
sides of the lenses ore concerned 
—and very probably they are. Even 
so, I personally just don't take 
chances but try to keep scope and 
rifle away from sharp tempera- 
ture shifts. 


Outside lens surfaces arc anoth- 


er matter. In rain or snow the 
smart scope-user can keep them 
free of water by using those snap- 
off rubber caps, where possible, 
or even by stretching a circlet of 
inner tube, cut to the width of his 
biggest lens, over either end of the 
scope. Both get 'out of the way in 
a hurry. Regular leather caps are 
fine protection, but much too slow 
for woods hunting. 


Matter of fact, smearing up the 


outer lens surfaces usually isn't 
so catastrophic — you can swipe 
off the ocular lens with your thumb 
and see through it pretty well if 
need be — but even here, the fault 
is usually the shooter's, not the 
scope's. Just take care of your 
scope decently, and it'll take care 
of your shots all right.
